Peterson, the dean of agricultural 
journalists in Western Canada, Sat- 


urday celebrated his twenty-fifth an- 
niversary as president and editor of 
the “Farm and Ranch Review.” 

A native of Denmark, Mr, Peterson 
was educated in England, coming [to 
Canada at the age of nineteen. He 
has been associated with fafming in 
Western Canada since the early days, 
having homesteaded in Manitoba in 
the late eighties when the proposal 
to grow wheat west of Brandon was 
looked on as highly speculative, He 
survived the experience of growing 
Wheat and received forty cents a 
bushel for ft at the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany’s clevator in Winnipeg, after 
spending three days on the road with 
@ yoke of oxen to get it to market 


Farm butter in thae haleyon days 
was ten cents per pound, eggs ten 
cents a doven, and poultry twenty- 


fve cents a head 

The shallow well-wa'er supply of 
the farm was strongly alkaline, mak- 
ing it unfit for use 
ditches and coulees supplied the do- 
mestic needs and difficulties arose 
when this supply gave out before the 
seeding was completed, necessitating 
a twenty-mile haul from the nearest

On Saturday there were a total of 
16,602 telephones in service, complet- 
ing the capacity of the central sec- 
tion and only a few telephones are 
available in the west end. 

From a tangled maze of countless 
thousands of wires strung to the huge 
metal and wood frames the new equip- 
ment is beginning to take on an 
orderly appearance, due to the efforts 
of more than a score of expert tele- 
phone installers, mostly from Chicago 

To the layman, an inspection of a 
modern telephone plant, such as that 
of the eity of Edmonton, is an amaz- 
ing experience. Mr. McCool pointed 
out that the telephones and boxes in 
the subscribers’ homes and places of 
business, all the*majority of telephone 
users ever notice, only represent two 
per cent of the equipment necessary 
to carry on telephonic conversations, 

Row upon row of glass-encased 
selectors haye now been placed in the 
local exchange as part of the modern 
two-wire equipment, Every telephone 
in the system has its own pair of wires 
and these must be properly connected 
up in relation to the other telephones 
in the system, 

The new type phones a revelation in 
ease of operation, will be installed in 
the central section. 

In ali five carloads of equipment 
have arrived here and are now in 
course of installation.

Speaking under the heading, “To 
and Fro in the Arctic of Canada,” Mf 
Romanet. covered a wide range of ter- 
ritory and subjects, all of which per- 
tained to life amongst the Eskimos 
and northern Indians, animal life 
vegetation and climatic conditions a 
they exist nortlr of the Arctic Circle 

Five Languages 

At the start of his address, Mr, | 
Romanet warned his listeners that | 
they would have to follow closely as | 
he had difficulty in expressing him- 
self properly in English, “I speak five | 
different languages but not one per- | 
feectly, even though my mother tongue 
is French” he said 

This did not detract from the 
speaker's ability to make his lecture 
entrane'ng and those who were for- 
tunate to hear him, went away with a 
wider and more profound knowledge 
of that great country north of the 
Arctic Circle and knowing also that 
they had listened to something that 
was well worth while 

Reads Manuscript 

The attractiveness of Mr, Romanet’s 
subject was given added lustre when 
he read passages from a manuscript 
written by himself on his wanderings 
in the north, This manuseript, which 
expressed in beautiful language, the 
writer's experiences, told of a caribou 
hunt by the Eskimos of north western 
Labrador and later branched out with 
a very vivid and spectacular !mpress- 
fon of the beauties of the Aurora 
Borealis, more commonly known as} 
the northern lights. 

“The Arctic is a brand new world 
from the one we live in and to realize | 
this you must live there and see for 
yourself. To realize you must exper- 
fence the vast silence, whch ts so 
great, it can almost be felt.” 

Seven Years North 

“Several years ago I made a seven 
year’s inspection and exploration trip 
for the Hudson's Bay Company 
through a country where each day 
brought new experiences. During that 
seven years I never came outside and 
I travelled all around Labrador by 
canoe and on foot, over the Barren 
Lands, through to Northern British 
Columbia, and up to Alaska and the | 
Yukon territory and last and not least | 
to the northern-most tip of Baffinland 
where a mere handful of human be- | 
ngs struggle for the salvation of their | 
race,” 

The speaker urged his hearers to 
picture for themselves just what it 
meant for a white man to cover the 
whole of the Arctic region as he had
